high VOC levels, I had no idea 
what they were talking about,” 
said McLaughlin.

Some companies offer to test 
water supplies for particular sub- 
stances, each in a separate test at 
a separate cost, in addition to 
basic water quality tests. This is 
what the private company that 
had tested McLaughlin’s well un- 
til 1995 offered to her. 

But McLaughlin could not afford 
all of the additional tests, and de- 

clined to test for some additional 
substances because she had no 
idea which ‘tests would be more 
beneficial. 

‘My complaint was, how would 
most home owners know what ad- 
ditional chemicals to test for,” 
McLaughlin said. “They wouldn’t 
have any idea.”
